Defendant’s Confident Atti- 
tude Displaced by Evidences 
of Nervousness. 


Los Angeles, Aug. 29 (A.P.).—The 
agonized efforts of Frank H. Mellus to 
control his shaken emotions, and a 
Similar weakening of the imperturba- 
bility of Leo P. Kelley, today laid a 
scene of tense drama in the beginning 
of testimony taking in Kelley’s trial 
for the murder of his admitted illicit 
eweetheart, Mrs Myrtle Mellus, slain 
wife of the wealthy sportsman. 

Near the end of his hour and a salt 
On the witness stand, as the first State 
witness, Mellus covered his eyes with 
his hand, made visible efforts to mas- 
ter his shaking frame, and found him- 
self unable to speak when asked to 
identify a photograph of the body of 
his slain wife. 

Tears forced themselves down 
witness’ cheeks, and he looked to the 
courthouse ceiling when, after more 
than a minutc, he uncovered his tace 
to mumble an affirmative answer. 

The confident air of the 29-year-old 
butcher boy defendant was gone, dis- 
placed by a blanched face, blinking 
eyes, and movements forward and side- 
Ways, as the first evidence against him 
was revealed to the six men and 
women jurors 

Under the searching cross-examina- 
tion of Defense Attorney S. S. Hahn, 
Mellus testified that he had never 
known the defendant except as “the 
butcher boy.” He said he did nx0ot 
recognize Kelley when the police drag- 
ged him from his hiding pjace in the 
Mellus home, as he saw the man’s body 
only from the chest down. 

Mellus, apparently annoyed at the 
insistent detailed quizzing of the fiery 
little defense attorney, named several 
persons whom he had seen at Venice 
as he ended his fishing trip there, and 
two others he hailed on the street as 
he mofored home that Sunday after- 
noon. 

Autopsy Surgeon A. F. Wagner e- 
scribed a wound, 2 inches in diameter, 
which he found in the back of the 
woman’s skull, which he said appar- 
ently had caused her death.

Six cases of heat prostration were 
treated at the city’s hospitals yester- 
day and the entire community suffered 
from a temperature 8 degrees above the 
normal maximum for this season.

Weather Bureau held out the hope 
that showers throughout the Middle 
Atlantic States and New England would 
hit Washington and alleviate the heat 
in which the city has been sweltering 
for two days. Officials of the Weather 
Bureau explained the unusual heat as 
a result of steady southerly winds with 
plenty of sunshine and a 70 per cent 
average humidity.

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NEW PEAGE TREATY 


French and English to Claim 
Rights Which May 
Cripple Pact. 


ISSUE IN NAVAL ACCORD 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, 29.—Important and far 
reaching reservations threatening seri- 
ously to cripple the pact outlawing 
war are’to be appended in the French 
and British ratifications of the treaty, 
despite Secretary of State Frank B. 
Kellogg’s point blank assertion to the 
contrary. 

Both the London and Paris official 
notes issued on the subject formally 
announced the intention of incorpor- 
ating the Secretary of State’s inter- 
pretations of the teaty terms in his 
replies to their objection as a por- 
tion of the covering letter on the 
treaty, with its ratification. Both the 
treaty and the letters will be sub- 
mitted to the British parliament ‘and 
the French Chamber of Deputies, re- 
spectively, for debate and considera- 
tion when the votes come up. 

Secretary Kellogg declined to make 
a distinction between “interpretation” 
and “reservation.” He called it a mere 
quibbling of words. 

The British reservations concern the 
zones of interest, in which England 
reserves the right to go to war de- 
fensively—under self-defense as, the 
explanation of the secretary of state 
freely admitted—but these zones are 
considerably removed from the British 
Isles or even the British dominions 
and colonies, and cover the ocean trade 
lanes through which. there is com- 
merce to the seven seas. 

The exact area of these lines of 
communication were never specifically 
defined by the British, and it is 
doubted if they ever will be. 

The recent Anglo-French naval com- 
promise has a powerful bearing on this 
question Part of the argeement pro- 
vides that Great Britain will protect 
French lines of communication be- 
tween outlying colonies like Mada- 
gascar, since the deal prevents France 
from concentrating its naval building 
program on seagoing submarines and 
10,000-ton cruisers needed for patroling 
the long sea lanes because the French 
numerous naval bases 
which Great Britain enjoys.

Commissioner Dougherty declared 
from among the hundreds on the force, 
have got into trouble Is no cause for 
alarm, and that in his opinion Wash- 
ington has a much better police force 
than the average city. 

He said he has no fault to find with 
the civil service selection of 
policemen, and that at present there 
is a large list of eligible applicants from 
which the department is getting very 
good men. 

Hesse Blames Civil Service. 


Dougherty pointed out that all re- 
cruits are taken on probation for one 
year, and he declared that in this time 
Officials should be able to determine 
whether the recruit will make a good 
He declared the police 
Situation has steadied down consider- 
ably since the congressional investiga- 
tion which harassed the department 
last winter 

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, yesterday found fault with 
the present civil service selection of 
members of the force and pointed out 
that conditions were radically different 
when officers of the department selected 
recruit policemen. Another high officer 
of. the department, however, placed 
the blame for lowered morale on 
the “rookie” policeman and indicated 
his belief that the improvement of 
working conditions of the policemen 
was at least indirectly responsible for 
the recent series of arrests and sus- 
pensions of the officers of the law. 

Schenck in Staples Case.

Mrs. Stotesbury and Mrs. Dodge con- 
tributed about $450,000 to liquidation 
of debts after the bankruptcy, Hodge 
testified.

No concrete stipulations will be made 
by the French in their ratification of 
the treaty, but porticns of Secretary 
Kelloge’s explanatory letter, with the 
construction which Quai d'Orsay places 
on it, will be submitted with the treaty 
when offered for ratification. 

Since the United States Senate Is ex- 
pected to ratify the treaty in December, 
before it is offered either to the British 
parliament or the French chamber, it is 
expected that no trouble over the res- 
ervations will occur, as the pact will be 
fait accompli, as far as the United 
States is concerned, before the reserva- 
tions are Officially made.

the fliers. He said Port Jervis was the 
nearest place where a landing was pos- 
sible and that automobiles could ap- 
proach only within 2 miles of the site. 

Although the bodies of Merrill, head 
of the Curtiss flying service, and Ronne, 
manager of the Buffalo airport, were 
not located, searchers said they had 
no doubt but that they were in the 
wreckage. 

When the news that the plane had 
burned was broadcast, it was recalled 
that Col. Lindberg, owner of the plane, 
had been forced down in the West in 
the same ship and it was reported that 
he put out a fire with a hand ex- 
tinguisher.

UNFIT MOTOR DRIVERS. 


Several ago there was prepared in 
Belgium a royal decree under which those de- 
siring to drive an automobile were required to 
submit to a medical examination. The decree 
never was promulgated because of the opposi- 
tion of physieians, who were convinced that the 
measure, while excellent in principle, would 
prove unworkable. A correspondent to the 
Journal of the American Medical Society now 
details a substitute suggestion that has been 
offered in Belgium. 

Under it a list of disabilities, any one of 
which is incompatible with the proper opera- 
tion of a motor vehicle, would be drawn up. 
This list would be brought to the attention of 
those desiring to obtain an operator’s license. 
A royal decree would then provide that any 
one driving an automobile, knowing or right- 
fully expected to know, that he suffers from 
any of the listed disabilities, commits a felony 
punishable with fine and imprisonment. 
result would be practically the same as if ap- 
plicants for operators’ permits were first 
forced to submit to physical examination. 

In addition, it is pointed out many motorists 
insure themselves against damage they might 
do to another’s person or property. It is likely, 
should the new plan be adopted, that insurance 
companies in Belgium would insist that all 
applicants pass physical examinations pre- 
liminary to the issuance of a policy. Thus the 
physically unfit would be ruled off the road. 

The plan has much to commend it. After 
carelessness physical incapacity is generally 
recognized as the most prevalent cause of acci- 
dents. In most American jurisdictions an ef- 
fort is made to discourage the physically unfit 
from obtaining drivers’ licenses, but many 
automobiles are to be found in the hands of 
persons who are unable to drive them with 
reasonable skill.

It seems to me that the following 
communication from a friend whose 
knowledge of, and interest in, the thea- 
ter is comprehensive and unflagging, 
is quite as interesting as he obviously 
deems the subject of its comment. 

Aug. 28th. 

Dear Nelson: You may not believe it, 
but tHe press books on “Street Angel” 
have not a single yarn on Monckton 
Hofte, from whose play “The Lady 
Cristilinda” (which William Harris, jr., 
first brought to this country and tried 
out at the old Shubert-Garrick in 1922 
with Fay Bainter the star) the picture 
was drawn. 

I sat in Hardie Meakin’s office trying 
like the devil to find more than a mere 
‘mention of Hoffe. But nothing doing. 
And this in spite of the fact that Hoffe 
is even to this day a London puzzle. By 
overlooking him Fox missed the most 
unusual story of the picture; a story 
that sounds like fiction. 

The London legend of the man 1s 
this: He is a silent figure who doesn’t 
even resemble an average author. He 
submits his scripts to managers in the 
usual way and invariably they are ac- 
cepted. He attends rehearsals regularly 
and never says a word. But when 
scenes must be rewritten or doctored 
Hoffe grabs the script and runs. Dodges 
to cover. No one has ever seen him 
write or rewrite a single speech of a 
play to which his name is attached. 
He handles a pencil awkwardly. He 
stuns managers with such a mad get- 
away. But he returns on time with 
the new scene and it usually is corking 
—just what is needed. 

A little detective work has developed 
that Hoffe’s uncle is serving a long- 
term jail sentence and is a brilliant 
man to boot. Something that Hoffe is 
decidedly not. And the tale has spread 
about pretty generally in the British 
capital’ that Hoffe never writes a line 
of any of his so-called plays. That he 
doesn’t know the first thing about play- 
writing. That he has no genuine in- 
terest in the theater. 

Uncle is the brilliant playwright of 
the family. He writes these plays in 
jail, where they are picked up by 
Monckton Hoffe on periodic visits and 
turned over to managers as his own. 
Uncle very likely doesn’t desire to ad- 
vertise his own name in theater pro- 
grams inasmuch as his residence is not 
Mayfairish. 

When rehearsals are on and rewriting 
required, Hoffe listens to stage direc- 
tors, actors and managers patiently, 
gets a line on what they all want in 
revision, grabs the script, makes a dash 
for the jail where Uncle hangs forth, 
gets the new material or the revision 
of the old, and hurries back to the 
theater. 

He is never interviewed, never writes 
on commission, doesn’t appear in the- 
atrical circles, lives obscurely, shuns 
the spotlight and won’t talk—about 
himself or his plays. 

A’ few notables like Michael Arlen 
and: Edward Knobloch back up the le- 
gend. 

Personally, I think the story, good 
enough in itself for a darn clever play 
—and not a comedy either.

ETROIT, MICH., Aug. 29 (A.P.).— 
The veteran, Walter Hagen, hold- 
er of the British open golf cham- 

plonship, defeated Johnny ‘Farrell, 
youthful Améfrican open champion, one 
up, at the Western Golf and Country 
Club toda: in the first match of their 
36-hole “world” championship series. 

Going into the last nine 1 down, the 
British open champion staged a typi- 
cal Hagen finish, squaring the match 
on the twenty-elighth hole and going 
into the lead with a birdie 3 on the 
thirtieth hole. Hagen became 2 up on

For the first fifteen holes Hagen 
was the master. He won the first 
hole and held it until the fifteenth 
hole, Farrell, forced to shoot birdies, 
finally squared the match with a 
birdie 4 on the par 5. fifteenth and 
went ahead by shooting a 3 on the 
par 4 sixteenth, 


They finished “the morning round 
with Farrell one up. Both shot ragged|/_, 
golf in the first nine going out in the 
afternoon round, Hagen taking a 40 
and Farrell a 39 Hagen managed to 
square the match on the twentieth 
hole, but FParrell went back into the 
lead on the twenty-second. Farrell 
became 2 up on the twenty-third hole, 
but lost the twenty-fifth. 

Then on the last nine Hagen set- 
tled down to a steady game, while Far- 
rell'’s short game went to pieces.

TO PREVENT WASHING~ - 
OF SAND INTO SEWER 


Holes for Surface Drainage 
Are Broken in Man 
Hole. 


When told yesterday that a rainfall 
might occur at night, prior to the pre- 
diction of fair weather by the Weather 
Bureau, District officials changed their 
plans for flood safeguards in the vi- 
cinity of Hamilton and Fifth streets 
northwest, and began their installa- 
tion in time to protect the low part of 
the natural basin there from a repe- 
tition of the trouble of Saturday night. 

The wooden dam designed to hold 
clear surface water at Hamilton and 
Second streets so that the end of the 
five-foot branch of the Piney Branch 
trunk sewer will carry it off and pre- 
vent its washing additional tons of 
sand into the sewer at a lower point, 
was completed by an army of work- 
men. 

Holes for surface drainage were brok- 
en in a man hole thrusting three feet 
above the surface at Hamilton and 
Third streets so that water can enter 


the same sewer at that point in case 
of rain. Erection of the projected ten- 
foot standpipe in the gully between 
these two points at the end of a 36- 
inch spur from the sewer was deferred 
until later in the week. 

Maj. Donald A. Davidson, Acting En- 
gineer Commissioner, was on the scene, 
as he has been every day this week. 
The work was directly supervised by 
A. D. Black, acting sanitary engineer. 

“If an inch or more of rain falls to- 
night you will be a hero, Black,” said 
Maj. Davidson. “This dam will pre- 
vent its flooding the lowland. But if 
there is no rain folks might laugh at 
our haste.’ 

“Let them laugh, ” said Black. 
take no chances.” 

A full crew of men with machinery 
was at work removing from Piney 
Branch sewer tons of sand that had 
washed there from the hundred acres 
denuded of vegetation in the grading 
of the Dunigan tract. Workers have 
been at this task since the big storm 
of two weeks ago and will be at it for 
another two weeks at an expense to the 
District of thousands of dollars, Maj. 
Davidson said.

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Parent-Teacher Heads : 
Doubt Bare Legs Peril 


Convinced They Are Noi 
Likely to Become Prob- 
lem in Capital Schools. 


If young women go about the streets 
and to school with bare legs, that is 
the concern of their parents and not 
the Board of Education, asserted a 
number of officials of the Parent- 
Teacher Associations of the District 
yesterday, 

Many of those questioned spoke of the 
fad and the efforts to suppress it with 
considerable levity. Others “personally” 
had no objection to the fad, but when 
asked permission to use their names 
they suddenly remembered they: had 
daughters or were afraid somebody 
might get thé wrong impression. 

Mrs. Joseph N. Saunders, vice presi- 
dent of the District of Columbia Par- 
ent-Teacher Associations, characterized 
the whole situation as “much ado about 
nothing.” “There is very little differ- 
ence now,” she said, “between the bare 
leg and the leg when covered with ‘cob- 
web’ stockings. 

“There is no occasion to become agi- 
tated over the fad,” she added, until 
it becomes a problem, and even then 
it will be a personal matter between 
the parents and the child and not a 
Board of Education concern.” 

Mrs, Saunders said she felt certain 
the fad would disappear with winter 
and that it would be time to take action 
when it had proved itself a “moral men- 
ace.’ 

Mrs. B. M. Manly, a past president of 
the Powell Junior High Parent-Teacher 
Association, made it plain that she 
could not get excited about the fad 
and the fight raging over it even 
though she considered bare legs “silly.” 
She recalled, however, in running over 
the years to her girlhood that at one 
time it was considered “a social crime” 
to appear on the street without gloves. 

Mrs. Norman E. MclIndoo, president 
of the Columbia Junior High Parent- 
Teacher Association, successively 
viewed the fad from different angles 
At first she treated it jocularly, say- 
ing that it was one of those “useful 
gestures by which the girls seek to ex- 
press themselves.” Furthermore, she 
said, only minute observation would 
reveal any difference between legs au 
natural and those covered with flimsy 
hose
